TRIBUNE representative Mrs. Miller 
said: "Joaquin and I have always been 
nothing'but a devoted couple. 
I am 


an Eastern woman and all my rela- 
tives and alliances are there. 
After 


the birth of Juanita, she was taken 
East by me to satisfy the ambitions 
of my husband, who desired above, all 
that she be given a musical educa- 
tion. 
During our stay there Joaquin 


visited us many times and we fre- 
quently came to the coast to spend the 
summer. 
Of course he always lived 


out in the open and we frequently 
shared his abode with him. 
"It was his desire to live a life 


away' from his friends and it was his 
desire to die In the same -way. When 
he first took sick no one knew of it 
and I was ill at the same time in 
York. As soon as Juanita learned the 
truth she immediately left for 'The 
Heights,' and I followed as soon as 
sufficiently strong. I intend to stay 
here permanently and probably will 
remain at a local hotel during the 
winter months."

Burglars Carry Away Loot in

lowing a chase through the streets in 
the darkness* ea.r"Iy this morning, -one 
of 
two 
desperate burglars escaped 


by jumping through the glass of a 
light well in a Third street building, 
his companion b.eing captured by the 
police. The culprits had ben oper- 
ating with a horse and wagon' and 
had stolen S1500 worth of cloth from 
the establishment of the Golden Gate 
Tailoring Company. 


The first theft committed by the 


pair was the taking of a horse and 
wagon from the stables at 75 Clara 
street, belonging to H. Hopsinus and 
N. Drakotas, after which they pro- 
ceeded boldly to the tailorshop. where 
they deliberately removed bolt after 
bolt of cloth until'they had filled the 
wagon.

Figfit Flames 


Desperrate Figfit Against Flames 


Is Waged by the Crew 


and Firemen 


Fire broke out in the hold of the 


California Transportation Company's 
river steamer, Captain Weber, lying at 
the foot of Webster street, at 11.25 
o'clock today, ^threatening the lives of 
a crew of thfrty men, destroying- the 
vessel and causing great damage to 
the wharves and sheds in the Im- 
mediate 
vicinity. 
The whaler Le- 
titia, which was moored in the same 
slip against the Oakland city wharf, 
caught on fire several times and was 
only saved by the energies of tha 
crew and the members of the flre de- 
partment, who foug-ht for more than 
an hour to subdue the flames in the 
Captain Weber. 
The origin of the flre is unknown 
at the present, but it was discovered 
by L. Erickson, first mate, 
when 


smoke 
filled 
his 
apartment. 
He 
turned in a general alarm, and Chief 
Engineer John Barr went to his as- 
sistance with a small fire extinguisher, 
but their "combined efforts were un7 
availing as they could not raach the' 
source of the blaze. By that time the 
smoke had ascended in such volumes 
that the Oakland fire department had 
been summoned and 
four 
engines 


were soon on the scene. 
They were 
attached to the new salt water aux- 
iliary system and at once poured a 
great volume of water into the hold 
of the burning ship without, however, 
having any perceptible effect upon 
the names. 


TRAINS DELATED. 


Trains on the Western Pacific and 


the Southern Pacific were delayed by 
reason of the hose lines being laid 
across the tracks. Thousands of peo- 
ple gathered on the water front to 
watch the spectacle. 
The fire tug Dennis Sullivan, which, 


crossed the bay in 17 minutes, arriveij 
from San Francisco shortly before 
noon and went alongside the Captain 
Weber. It turned three str.eams upon 
the vessel, adding its efforts to those 
of the crew and firemen, who labored 
aboard at great personal risks.

the whaler Lettitia and towed it into 
the stream after much difficulty ow- 
ing to the vessel having stuck in the 
mud alongside the wharf.

the water' was almost black, show- 
ing that the 
feed 
pipes were also 
near the bottom of the estuary. 


FORCED FRO3I VESSEL. 


Almost the entire crew of the boat 


under the direction of Captain Van 
Baringer worked aboard uatil the fire 
became so hot that the men were 
unable to stand on the decks. 
They 


were tljen compelled to work from 
the wharf, where they were endan- 
gered from falling embers from the 


j roof, which had within a short time 
burned through.

By 12:15 p. m. the Captain Weber 


j had burned to the water's edge and 
I had listed to the port. The keel rest- 
I ed upon the bottom and- prevented 
j the hulk from being submerged. 
By 


' the time the Captain Weber.Tiad fi^eri 
reduced to a burning hulk there were 
five streams of water being plaj^d 
upon it from the Sullivan, besides tne 
half dozen of the fire department and 
the small hose with which the docks 
are .'provided. 
At all times during the fire the 
smoke was so dense that the firemen 
worked with great, difficulty and tho 
people who gave up their noon hour 
to witness the fire were rewarded 
with one of the most vivid spectacles 
of a. burning ship that has been seen 
in 
this 
vicinity 
for 
years.

Prosecution of Alaskan Coal 


Land Locators May Be 


Dropped. 


SEATTLE, 
April 4.—A sweeping de- 


cision handed down by - Judga Cornelius 
I-I. Hanford in the United States 'Dis- 
trict Court yesterday is in effect'a vic- 
tory for the Alaskan coal land locators, 
and as the government has been left so 
little ground to stand, on, the ..probabili- 
ties are that the prosecution proceed- 
ings will be^dropped. 
The action involves the English or Sir 
Edward 
Stracey group of coal lands, 


valued at more thaa $100,000.000,.'and 
was brought by the government against 
Charles P. Munday, Earl 33. Siegley and 
Archie Shieis, who were indicted on a 
charge of conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernment by illegal 
location of claims. 


The specific charge was that the three 
agreed to 
have coal claims assigned 


fraudulently to tho Pacific Coal and Oil 
Company, which the government held as 
a violation of the genoral land law of 
1873. 
The defense held that a later act of 


1904 permitted assignments, but the gov- 
ernment argued that the latter law was 
in effect a continuation of the old law. 
This was the point on which the legal 
battle was fought. 
Judge HanEord held with the defense, 
but he raised a new point, which in ef- 
fect ruled that, while the defendants 
could agree to assign their clo.ims with- 
out being guilty of a conspiracy, they 
could not legally agree to transfer their 
claims to a foreign corporation, and as 
in this instance it is alleged that the 
agreement was to assign to a foreign 
corporation, he denied a motion made 
by the defense o,sking that a jury be di- 
riceted to bring- in a verdict of acquit- 
tal on their contentions. 


The court held that a foreign corpor- 


ation cannot legally hold lands in Alas- 
Ka, and if there was an agreement to 
transfer Alaska coal lands to a foreign 
corporation, such an agreement was a 
conspiracy to defraud. 
It is on this ground that the case will 


go to trial if the proceeding's are main- 
tained further by the government

prepare proceedings, I find that a large 
culvert and several minor drainage struc- 
tures "will be required on Congress ave- 
nue and an existing storm, sewen must 
be extended northward to "Vlckburg ave- 
nue, 
A number of ths petitioners for 
this street work have asked that the 
city build these structures, hut I have 
explained to them that the Council would 
be unlike ly to appropriate more than 
one-half the cost because of the large 
amount of similar "work in various parts 
of Oakland. 


"In this case the property owners are 
about to improve these streets with oil- 
macadam at an expense approximating 
$60,000, as evidenced by majority peti- 
tions now on file, and in my opinion these 
streets fully deserve the aid that has 
previously been granted in similar cases.

A lengthy communication from City En- 
gineer Turner, embodying an examination 
of the needs of Brooklyn township in the 
annexed district for storm sewers, and 
recommendations for the alleviation of 
conditions there, was filed with the: City 
Council last night and .referred to com- 
mittee. The communication follows: 


Oakland, CaL, March 30, 1911. • 
The Honorable the City Council, Oak- 
land, 
Cal.—Gentlemen; In 
compliance 
with your resolution No. 37795, I have es- 
timated the cost of constructing culverts 
across Sausal creek at Thirtieth avenue 
and Thirty-first 
avenues, 
as' follows: 
Thirtieth avenue. $4400:-Thirty-first ave- 
nue, S2700, 
. 
, 
J 


In view of tha requests for flood relief 
that have been submitted to my office, 
and the fact that all appropriations come 
from tha council, I • wish to take this 
opportunity to report to you a, number of 
cases that have been called to my atten- 
tion in that part of the annexed territory 
lying within Brooklyn township. 


UNDER TWO CLASSES' 


Tha cases of which complaint have been 
made fall under two classes as to benefits, 
local projects and general projects. By 
local projects I mean work that clearly 
and definitely benefits property that can 
be assessed for all or a portion of the 
cost. The list in this class for immediate 
cons id era to in includes the Thirtieth ave- 
nue and Thirty-first avenue culverts men- 
tinned above, draJnage structures on Con- 
gress and Vicksburg avenues, concerning 
which I have filed a separate communica- 
tion, and the following: 
1. Diversion of a branch of the Elm- 
hurst creek at FoothiJl boulevard. Esti- 
mated cost, 320,000. It would be difficult 
to levy a local assessment for this work, 
but certain property owners are prepared 
to make voluntary contributions if the 
city will bear a portion of the cost. 
2. A storm sewer along Foothill boule- 
vard from Bridge avenue to Thirty-sixth 
avenue. Estimated cost, $2400. 
3. Storm sewer along East Fourteenth 
street from Forty-second avenue to Thir- 
ty-fourth avenue. Estimated cost, S13.- 
000.4. Culvert to carry Sausal creek along 
Fruitvale avenue from the Central Pa- 
cific tracks to the tidal canal, to replace 
the existing wooden box. Estimated cost, 
560,000. 


B. Culvert in Fortieth, avenue to re- 
place broken wooden box; coat uncertain, 
probably about 512,000. 
6. CuWrt across Pleltner avenue; cost 
uncertain, probably not to exceed ?500. 


CARING FOR CREEKS. 


Of the second class of projects, the most 
important is to care for five large creeks 
that now flood East Fourteenth street and 
the territory lying southerly thereof. It 
is useless to consider at present any pro- 
posal to construct storm sewers to carry 
the waters of these creeks, but I believe 
the purpose can be accomplished at a 
justifiable cost by providing adequate 
open chauels that can be covered later as 
conditions justify. At present, on account 
of the flat grades and the resulting- failure 
to scour adequate chancls, many hundred 
acres of good land aye unfit for building 
purposes. A policy that would correct 
this 
condition 
at 
reasonable expense 
would quickly justify itself in the increase 
of taxable property. The first step must 
be to secure rights-of-way, and I urge 
that the Board of Public Works be au- 
thorized to secure, by gift or condemna- 
tion, the necessary land for these chan- 
nels. It is Impossible to state the amount 
of money that will be required to accom- 
plish this work, and it is not advisable to 
make a definite appropriation 'until the 
situation further develops, hut I believe 
the city should be prepared to spend 510,- 
000 during tho coming year. It would be 
difficult, if not impossible, to assess any' 
of this cost directly upon private prop- 
erty, at least until the preliminary steps 
have been taken, 
Other projects of general importance, 
In the sense that the benefit cannot be 
fixed clearly upon any private property, 
aro the protection of the south end of 
the existing- culvert across Sausal creek 
at Foothill boulevard, estimated cost 3500, 
which should be clone without fail this 
summer; lowering a portion of the bot- 
toms of several culverts crossing Forty- 
first avenue, East Fourteenth street. High 
street and other streets, of which only 
one, Forty-first avenue, need bo done this 
year. 


Of the local projects mentioned, no def- 
inite request has as -yet been made to 
tho council for relief except on Congress 
avenue and Vicksburg avenue, but 1 am 
informed that two or three petitions are 
being prepared or circulated. Your policy 
adopted last year of paying one-half of 
the cost of this class of work discourages 
all but the most necessary* and at the 
same time furnishes real assistance to 
property owners who are themselves will- 
ing to pay out funds to Improve condi- 
tions. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The specific actions that I recommend 
to the council at this time are as follows: 
1. The appropriation of S499 for 
the 


Erotection of the culvert under the Foot- 
Ill boulevard at Sausal creek. 
2. The appropriation of §400 for the al- 
teration of the floor of the culvert under 
Forty-first avenue north of East Four- 
teenth street. 
3. The passage of a resolution. Instruct- 
ing the Board of Public "Works to acquire 
rights of way where necesary for the 
drainage of the territory south of East 
Fourteenth street east of Fiftieth avenue. 
In conclusion, I wish to call your aiiten- , 
tion to the fact that in the Brooklyn j 
township portion of the annexed district t 
we have a populated territory of about 
the same area as the populated part of inn 
old city. Tho rapid sprcy.a of population 
has created a demand for immediate flood 
relief, where as in the old city the work 
has'' been spread over a long period of 
years. Clearly it is impossible for the 
citj-, or the property owners, or both com- 
bined, to at once do all that necessity or 
convenience demands, but the worst focal 
situations should be relieved as rapidly as 
possible, where the property owners show 
a willingness to bear theier share of the 
cost, and a start should immediately be 
made on the large general project of pro- 
tecting "East Fourteenth street and the 
lower lands. I feel sure that the increase 
of population and of property values will 
fully justify a reasonable and careful use 
of city funds for this purpose.

Our esteemed contemporary, the San Francisco Chronicle, ap- 


pears to be considerably put out 'by the result of the Berkeley, elec- 
tion, which it characterizes as "a triumph of graft." It is. a."Sweep- 
ing statement to make. Possibly our contemporary has notrexatn- 
ined the returns closely. 
Central Berkeley, the 'business section, 


voted strongly for Wilson^ Nprth Berkeley gave him many votes. 
Some of the largest"property owners in the city: voted for the Social- 
ist candidate. 
Qviite a number""of- the' business .men- did: so. The' 


Chronicle is quite right in saying that the election is not a Socialist 
victory. But neither is it a triumph for graft.' However, we do not 
apprehend tTiat-the election-of J. Stitt .Wilson will be, disastrous to 
Berkeley, or that Socialism will rule the University City for any 
length cf time. Every Socialist victory results from transitory, local 
conditions, and a brief experience with Socialist government invar- 
iably brings a. return to the old order. That was the case in Haver- 
hill, Mass., and it will be the same in Milwaukee. 
Berkeley will be 


no exception. Let Dr. Wilson be ever so sincere and honest and he 
cannot make good the program he presented to the people of Berke- 
ley, fie took too large a contract. But at that it was not so much 
the rainbow of promise he hung in.the sky that elected him as a 
desire to take a smash at political priggishness. The virtues of the 
Ho'dghead administration, and it undoubtedly was virtuous, were 
too unctuously praised by its sponsors for them to he popular. The 
voters gave Mayor Hodghead a kick to express their' disapproba- 
tion of moral, intellectual and political superciliousness. They may 
regret doing so, hut- future regrets will not alter the facts of the 
case. Naturally there will be much' gibing because the seat of the 
State University should have elected a Socialist .mayor, but such 
slings and sneers are much less harmful and much more easily 
borne than the impression abroad that the people of Berkeley have 
handed their government over to grafters. 
They have not, and we 


think the Chronicle will so admit when it looks at the matter in 
calmer spirit. It would be a calamity if it were a fact that the un- 
derworld of politics has gaine'd control of the government of Berke- 
ley. 


Colonel Roosevelt told the people of Reno the plain truth about 


their divorce mill. It is a national scandal. It was no invasion of 
local affairs for the Colonel to say what he did about the Eeiio di- 
vorce mill. That institution is not maintained for the people of 
Nevada, but for residents of other States who go there to be released 
from marital bonds. Its patrons evade the laws of fhe State in 
which they reside and set up a false pretense when they claim, as 
litigants, to be residents of Nevada. 
Colonel Roosevelt spoke in 


defense of the laws of other states arid in reprobation of a system 
of free love that is being aided and abetted by the easy divorce 
laws of Nevada. 


George Gross has made an ideal city auditor. He has carried, 


out the law without deviation from the letter thereof, and in every, 
respect has proved his fidelity to the interests committed to his, 
charge. He has performed the exacting and sometimes disagreeable, 
duties of his office with such courtesy and consideration for all who, 
came in contact with him that he has steadily gained in the confi- 
dence and respect of the community. He is conspicuously the right 
man in the right place.

Now. the auditor is a very important official. He is the guard- 


ian of the treasury. It is his duty to prevent the payment of any, 
bills not properly contracted or for services not authorized by law 
All the fiscal operations ot the municipal government are reviewed, 
by him and kept within the limitations imposed by the charter anci 
the general laws of the State. It is his business to see that the laws 
relating to contracting obligations and paying- out money are obeyed, 
to the letter. 


Mr. Gross is admirably fitted for the service. He is a good ac-| 


countant, he is diligent, upright and independent and his record in 
office is worthy of undiluted praise. He has been faithful and all, 
who have had business with his office have received courteous at-> 
icntion. 


An officer so competent and trustworthy should not be dis-, 


placed. No complaints have been made against Mr. Gross, and -we 
hope and believe that he will be elected to succeed himself in the 
primary election. ITc should not be required to go before the peo- 
ple a second time. It is not easy to get so good a man for the place 
he fills. 


The San Francisco Call refers to Chester H. Rowell as "a-pro- 


fessional honest man." This does the sublimated purity of the 
Fresno editor great injustice. Why should -the Call damn so great 
and. good a man with faint praise?

Gallagher lias left the country. Let us hope that he will live long 
to exemplify virtues that are departing and that his tomb will be a 
monument to all the Pecksniffs and Uriah Heeps that ever lived, a 
memorial of the period when honesty still survived among the chil- 
dren of men. 


The Diaz administration is try-ing to save itself by turning its 


rats adrift. It remains to be seen whether the expedient will save 
the old regime. Indications multiply that the established order of 
centralized despotism will have to give way to popular sentiment. 
It is giving- way in some respects, but it has not given way to the 
extent of letting the people of the different states choose their 
own governors. At present the President appoints the governors 
and the governors appoint the jcles politico, who exercise both civil 


' and military authority. Under this system the President is the 
source and center of all authority. There seems to be a widespread 
determination in Mexico that this system must end with Diaz. It 
is a system which makes the great land owners, satraps and de- 
strovs all but the semblance of popular government. 


The efforts of Hon. Joseph W. Folk to get out of cold storage 


and warm up his Presidential boom are pathetic. He seems hope- 
lessly in the discard. Champ Clark has suddenly become the favor- 
ite son of Old Missouri, and the rest of the country seems 'to be 
divided up between Harmon and Woodrow Wilson: Bryan is dis- 
posed, apparently, to give his blessing to the New Jersey Governor, 
i which leaves poor Folk in a rather forlorn plight. He is a hiber- 
nating candidate.

Speaking of the New.York factory iire in -which'150 girls lost 


their lives, Ernest Flagg, who drew the plans for the famous Singer 
building, said that outside fire-escape ladders .are of little value on 
buildings over five stories in height. He also stated that fireproof 
construction was powerless to guard against the combustion of in- 
flammable materials contained in buildings theoretically, proof 
against fire. The building burned in N!ew York was a cluss~A: build- 
ing, but it contained a vast amount of inflammable material which 
sprang into a blaze all in_a- moment. The doors and casing of the 
fireproof stairways were of wood, which took fire and barred the way 
to egress. 
~* 


Mr. Flagg says it is folly to build fireproof walls and then put 


in floors and interior work of wood. Moreover, he: declares- that all 
tall building's should be equipped \vitli broad stairways, as nearly 
straight as possible, and that every precaution should be taken to 
keep them open and free from obstruction. In a panic outside fire 
escapes would become crowded and clog-ged, with the result that 
the fleeing would push each other off. 


He suggests that regulations be adopted to prevent overcrowd- 


ing in loftyrfactory buildings and that wood be banished from the 
interior work.' How much inflammable material should be stored 
in buildings used for factory purposes, and the manner of storage 
and handling, should1 be regulated by law, in his opinion. Fireproof 
buildings will not prevent inflammable material contained in them 
from burning and-stairways are useless if they are narrow, crooked 
and encumbered. 


In other, words, Mr. Flagg contends that good construction can- 


not cure fault}- designing, and that neither owners nor constructors 
of buildings can be held responsible for overcrowding and the care- 
less handling of materials used in manufacturing. His comments 
are both pertinent'and instructive, and if heeded will prevent many 
disasters in-future.

MXSTERY 
OF THE 
PLAGUE 


The reports of scores of thousands of 


deaths from bubonic plague weekly 
In 


British India illustrate the helplessness 
of man In liis primitive state against 
such pestilences. 


Comparable with the immensity of its 


devastation is the mystery of the plague. 
No other disease of widespread ravage 
is so capriciously obscure in its work- 
ings; not even tTie "sleeping sickness," 
nor pellagra. Generations ago it darkened 
whole chapters 
in 
the 
history of the 


world. 
Then it almost entirely disap- 


peared, so that men began to think that 
It was no more to be feared. 
After many 


years of quiescence, at tho end of 
the 


nineteenth century it wucldenly reappear- 
ed with all the fatal fury of the Black 
Death visitation of five hundred years 
before. Again, it has only In the last few- 
weeks wrought havod* in Manchuria; yet 
it is known to have existed there 
for 


more than ten years. Why was It so long 
Inactive, 
confined to a few oases, and 


wrhy does it now burst forth with such 
fearful results? 


Tho reappearance of .the pestile-nce at 
Astrakhan and In the Volga Valley 
is 


ominous, for it was through that gate- 
way that the Black Deatli entered Eu- 
rope, and ,that it again invaded that 
continent in the eighteenth century. 


More recently it has a-ppeared there in 


•ISO", in 1ST7, and In 1S99. Tliese last 
two outbreaks 
were of the pneumonic 
type, 
such as now Titvagcs Manchuria, 


and practically every patient died. 
In 


1S99 there were twenty-four cases 
at 


Kolobovka, of which thwetlty-three were 
fatal, and there were fifty-nine cases on 


two Caspian Islands all of which -were 
fatal. 
Yet despite the particularly ma- 


lignant type of the disease and tho par- 
ticularly favorable character of the field 
for its growth, it was confined—that is 
to say, it confined Itself—to these few 
cases.—New York Tribune.

STATES. 


Every working- day in the year the coal 


miners of the "United States are prepar- 
ing for public consumption 1,600,000 tons 
of coal, ranging In quality from tha peats 
of Florida and the lignites of New Mex- 
ico to the anthracite of Pennsylvania 
and the semi-bituminous 'oals of West 
Virginia. The value of this product per 
annum is $1^360,000,OOQ,"as compared -with 
5530,00-0,000 for pig Iron, 5161,800,000 tor- 
iron ore, 
5174,000,000 for copper, $00,- 


•140,000 for gold and 537,300,000 for silver. 
Of this total production the steel Indus- 
try is the largest consumer, with 100,- 
000,000 tons per annum; next th'e rail- 
roads, which manage to burn usefully 
70,000,000 tons, -while wasting 20,000,006 
tons, followed by the government with a 
consumption of 2,000,000 tons, and finally 
the domestic users and unclassified in- 
dustries. 
This supply could be stored 


in barge canals from, Albany to Buffalo, 
provided there 'wera "sioo miles of seven 
| such canals side by side.—Engineering 
agazlne.

Take Combined Shipments 


at Bulk Rates. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
4. — Decrees 


handed down by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission against the Wabash Railroad 
Company and other cases involving the 
same points, were upheld by the Supremo 
Court 
yesterday. The 
decision 
as 
it 


stands rules that railroads and express 
companies receiving carloads made up 
of shipments eventually destined to dif- 
ferent consignees have no right *to refuse 
such shipments at the bulk rates. 


The practice of'refusing such shipments 


at bulk rates has been carried, on by 
railroad ard express companies, making 
it Impossible for a group of shippers to 
combine their shipments and send them 
as from one consignor to one consignee 
and thus receive the benefit of the lower 
carload rates. 


Tho Interstate 
Commerce Commission 


held that the rule against bulk shipments 
•was discriminatory, unrcason;i.ote and in-- 
capable of enforcement. The opinions of 
the commission had 
been written by 


Franklin K. Lane, and, iii upholding these, 
Chief Justice White and all the associate 
judges concurred.

ESTATE 


Disinherited Daughter Seeks 


for Further Facts, Dates 


and Figures. 


Eltse Mousnler of Alamefla, who 


was disinherited by the late .Therese 
Bertho], her mother, 
In 
favor 
of 


Joseph Morcel,' the 
French black- 


smith, with whom the latter eloped 
from Paris and lived as his wife for 
nearly forty years, but recovered her 
mothers' estate, valued at about $25,- 


000, 
in a contest of the will, now aska 


the Superior Court to order Attorney 
E. K. Taylor, as executor of the estate 
of Morcel, who died last February, to 
render an accounting to the estate of 
Mrs. Berthol for the money alleged to 
be due. 
Mrs. Mousnier claims that 


Morcel robbed her mother's 
estate 


from time to time, of large sums of 
money, and she wants it to disgorge 
to her what does not belong to the 
Morcel heirs. 


The .complaint recites that during 


the thirty-six years that Mrs. Berthol 
lived in California she acquired con- 
siderable wealth, consisting- of money 
in bank, Ocean Shore, Giant Powder, 
"Western Pacific and Arizona 
bonds 


and stock in the French Bank of San 
Francisco, and other personal prop- 
erty. She was an illiterate person to 
the extent that she could neither read 
nor write any language, 
excepting 


that she could write her own nanre, 
and during all of the time Morcel was 
the sole confidential agent and busi- 
ness manager of all the financial af- 
fairs of the dead woman. 


'Mrs. Mousnler charges, 
therefore, 


that m February, 1008, Morcel drew 
from the funds of Mrs, Berthol, which 
were then on deposit in the French 
Savings Bank, the sum of 51330. 
In 


March, 1009, he drew from the same 
bank, it is alleged, $1326 belonging to 
Mrs. Berthol, the total cash secured 
in 
this 
manner being $2655. Aside

There was, as Dr Jordan afterward 


said to Dr(' Angell; ah entire lack of 
gentlemanly courtesy in the plebeian 
struggle for hits, runs and put outs. 
So Dr. Jordan cohcluded-^-re.gardless 
of the score—that baseball was not a 
nice game for any nice young- Stan- 
fora students to ehgag-e ih;, «

. In expressing his views ana wishes 
to the Stanford faculty, the doctor said 
that what most disgusted him with 
the game was the "systematic mucker- 
ism" indulged in by the players/and 
the spectators. 


The. 
faculty seemed to understand 


just 
what 
"systematic liiuckerism 


meant. It must be something exceed- 
ingly bad, for,the faculty, or most of 
the members, readily agreed with Dr. 
Jordan that muckefism, whether sys- 
tematic or spontaneous; was one thing 
that never should be charged against 
the name of Stanford.

The professors were for abolishing 


intercollegiate baseball, and 
football 


also, if, by so doing,'they might get rid 
of that rhuckerism. 


. When Dr. Jordan showed them con.7 
clusively that the -muckerism he had 
witnessed was not the cheap, ordinary 
brand, , but' a thought-out, cut-and- 
drled article,', the faculty anounced as 
one man'that it was ready to put the

nieans 
about 
as 


much as muckerism—on baseball for 
ail time. 


"A large number of the Stanford 


faculty, probabily a majority," 
Dr. 


Angell said last hlglit, "are iri favor 
of abolishing intercollegiate sports of 
all sorts.

games being carried-on as a business, 
and because they absorb the . interest 
ef the students.

"Baseball, especially, is played on a

All of the 
objections apply to these two games.

during *May, June and July, when the 
dairymen claim that they arc unable to 
hold up the standard, of the milk on ac- 
count of the poor substance of 'the feed 
given the cattle. 


The regulation under which the milk- 


men have been -selling1 in the city pro- 
vides that it is unlawful to sell milk 
produced during- March and April which 
contains less 
than 
three 
and' three- 


tenths percent of butter fats and milk, 
produced at other time whieh contains 
less than three and, four-tenths percent 
of butter fats. 


Local dealers stated before the Board 


of Health meeting last night that it was 
during May, June and July 
that the- 


standard could not be upheld. 
During 


tho other nine months of the year the 
amount of three and -four-tenths percent 
of butter fat will be required.

TALKS IN FRENCH. 


Baron de Constant addressed his audi- 
ence in French, saying that he would 
prefer speaking in his native* tongue aa 
he could do so more readily than ia Eng- 
lish. Then, using- the language of his 
hearers, he continued: "If J speak Eng- 
lish, it ia not for ma. It is for you. I 
do not care much for delivering- a very 
fine address. I distrust an address which 
is too refined 
and 
makes 
its appeal 
through subtleties. "What I should like 
to say today is of what we can do, of 
what we have already done, that is. In 
France and 
tho 
United States, and I 


should like to speak of the uselessness of 
war. 
"You are now the great sister of tne 
French republic, but It Is not enough; 
it is never enough. Those foreigners who 
are Ignorant judge us by the calumnies 
we write of ourselves, and say 'France is 
low; France Is decadent.' No! It is a 
beginning1, always a beginning, for we 
aro to discuss this new continent and try 
to contribute something to its develop- 
ment. 
''When your magnificent country was 
geographically completed, you felt that 


abandon the habit. 
"Women 
may yet need the ballot," 
he said, "to help 
them, 
in the fight 
against the use of tobacco.

Get more strength in your spinal col- 
umns, women. 
Tako up .this fight In 
your homes and in your clubs. 
Teach, 


men to see and feel that a public smoker 
Is a nuisance. 


KILLS KINDNESS, SAYS SPERRY. 
"Tobacco destroys kindness and ben- 
evolence. 
Man 
becomes 
Increasingly 


selfish as the habit grows upon him, and 
in a greater degree than If he were a 
drinking man. He becomes more regard- 
less of the comforts and health of oth- 
ers. 
Tobacco smoko from the lungs of 
smokers inhaled Into the systems of non- 
smokers In street cars and other publio 
places carries impurities which poison 
the blood." 
Dr. Sperry startled his hearers by de- 
claring that President William McKinley 
would have had a far better chance to 
recover from the wound Inflicted by an 
assassin but for a constitution weakened 
by the smoking- of a dozen strong cigars 
referred to Roosevelt's 


"Nobody dares to say that he Is against 
peace. I know very well that humanity 
at large is deeply devoted to peace, but 
I am sorry to say most of tl% people who 
ought to lead the way have doubts; ar.e 
skeptical, sneer. 
"I want men. If they are not opposed 
to peace, to say they aro decidedly in 
favor of peace, of organized peace, and 
to work for it."
